Ae you all know ly nos, the North Korean and Chinese 
comunista ha^ broken off the armiatice negotiations in Korea, 
Tonight I want to tell you exactly what happened, what this means 
to all of us, and what we shall have to do now. 

I^t happened last night was that the comuaist aggres- 
sors broke off anaistice negotiations because they did not reiCUy 
want peace in Korea. They manufactured an excuse ly claiming 
that a Onited Nations airplane bombed Kaesong, the area where the 
armistice talks were going on. This was an obviously false asser- 
tion. A ten-year-old child <K»uld have seen through their false and 
silly claim. They dldn»t even do an artistic Job of faking their 
evldenoe - a couple of pieces of scrap metal, and a little crater 
thsy atpparently had blown themselves with a hand renade, was all 
they offered as proof of their data. 

The communists caa»t fool us - or the rest of the free 
world - with a taU tde like that, we know where all o.,r air- 
planes were last night, and rone of the a was within miles of 
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Saesong at the ti^ue the bo-abins was supposed to have occurred. 

The plain iaet is that the ceBEtunists 
off the ar^iistice negotiations. They deliberately :,ia.raiactured 
an excuse. This, together with their stalling, aUpo.er/ Uctics 
at every stage of the negotiations, is proof ix»sitive that th«r 
«ere not really interested in establishing an ar is vice as the 
first step toward a peaceful settlement of the Korem conflict. 

Instead, what they were trying to do was to :et as to 
throw sw^ everything we have gained ty our fight for ireedom. in 
Korea. They wanted us to back off frm our determination to stop 
agf^ression. They wanted us to agree, not to an ar astice in 
Korea, bat to a surrender of the brave people of ioi'ea to the 
desires or the agj:’resBOTSe 

They were si^iy trying to gain the objectives of their 
aggression by trickery, since w# had prevented thea froa i-aamng 
their objectives by force. 
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Biit we not tricked. r,enet^ itldpewier and his aeg©- 
tiating teaca, headed Aduiral Joy* calaly and patiently insisted 
that we wouM stop fighting only if a real ar.nietice were negotiated* 
under which there would be real safeguards against net^r aggression. 
m wanted a real armistice — not a sorreader. 

The ooaanaiist agp'essors would not agree to the establish- 
li^at of a neutral sone oetween the opposing araies, based on a de- 
fensible line where «© could arotect ourselves if a now attsa^k tos 
started* 

The c«i«auaist aggressors would not agr .e that during the 
ar aistice neither side would build up its ailitary strength in Korea* 
They would not agree that observers iroa both sides would have ocn^lete 
access to sdl parts of Korea to saak© sure that the ar fAstice teras 
were not violated. Finally, the coffinu Asts wold not agree to exchange 
prisoners of t?ar « 

Those were the staple and straightforward ar dstiee ter:^ 
that we proposed. An. ar mistice on any lesser terras wo.sici be a shara. 
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It is obvious ba the f&ce of it that the co-i*atmist refusal 
to work out m ariuistlce along these lines means onl^'' thing — • 
they dM not want a peaceful settlement in Korea. 

This is an extre jely serious matter. It fareatiy darkens 
the outlook for world peace. It means that the rulers of the inter- 
national coraasuaist *aov»iaent» contea^jtuous of the comoin^ moral 
Rudiment of the 53 (?) free nations* careless of the lives of ^ 

Morth Korean md Chinese soldiers* have cteoided to continue their 
aggression. These ruthless men, disregarding both simple latematloaiai 
justice and the lives of the millions of taen under their control* 
have plunged on in their assault on hu;aaa freedom and decmCK. 

’le do not know their full intentions* tnit there is no 
doubt that if the^?" choose* thi^ can bring on a ne*.! world war* with 
all Its horror and devastation.

The Hoz’th Korean coniaunists ootLixi 
not have la^sie this decisioin by themselves. The HsK^h Korean 
aa*:5Br ifas shattered last i'all and) alt^urogh it has been reorganized 
to some extent} it could not stand vp now against tb® waited 
lations’ forces* 

Consequently, the Chinese camaunlsts nust have made the 
decision to continue the ag^essl^. They have takeji stag ering losses — • 
over a adHion casualties in eight (?) months — several tiiaes the 
United Mations» casualties In the sar;* period, hut the Chinese 
cOiiiiaunist rulers have iaiaense reserves of ;aan;)ower, ar^i iiaueose dis- 
regard for hufaan life, and they have decided to continue the slaui hter 
of their own people* 

However — and it is vitally important to vuviorstaad this — 
the Chinese co anunist rulers alxme couM not carry on the aggression any 
mre than the Horth Koi^eans could. Ho heavy weapons, a iMunition, or 
airplanes are produced in China. The aggression in Kc«pea could not be Imf' 
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contimed witiiout a How of such equiiwient ccxaiag in to supply 
the Chinese and Sorth Korean cosaunists. these teavy weapons* 
aaraunition, aM aircraft are coralne fr<^ only one place ■— th» 

Soviet Union* 

^hat iHeans aaoiistakahly that the Soviet Union raust 
have agreed to si^p&rt the contimed conKtEinist aggression in 
Korea. Hie Soviet ruXers cannot escape the respoasihility — plain 
to ail the world to see — for the contSuued agfjresEion in Korea, 
and for all that laay ooaie fifoia that* 

This decision of the Cffissamiist nilsrs — the Morth Kor^n, 
the Chinese, and the Soviet rulers was mrde in the face of ti» 
coabined .nieral ^nigaient of tlw vast iaa^ity of the people of the 
wOTld. the free peoples of the world have ti?® and a-ain voted in 
the United Satinas that the ccsitinist attack in Korea is plain, 
iinvarnished agsression.

The oo-iEiunist rulers w broaden the aggression eisesmere 
in Asisi for example, th^ have aen and equipment in places iraa 
which they could at any tine be launched s^ainst Indo-Ghina, 

Bur»a, or India. 

The coi^Uiiist rulers may broai.ien the aggression to 
Europe or the fiiddle bast} we know, fear example, that they have 
«aen ansi equliment in places sdiere thqy cx>uld at an/ time oe 
launched against Western Geraany, or lugosiavia, or futkey, or Iran. 
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Any of these actiootts could oa world War ill.

In Korea, dut 
we have to be ready, as wo have always been, to use whatever 

milltajy means offer premise of bringing the fightit^ to a suc- 
cessihl conclusion. 

The fightir^ will necessarily be costly to the Chiiwse. 
Thousands and thousands 3»re Chinese soldiers will be killed or 
hurt as a result of the mad course their communist rulers have 
taken* 

we regret this. We have no quarrel with the Chinese 
people. We would gladly malw peace with them at aigr tine. ¥e 
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want to see them frm and independent and at peace# mder a gov- 
emaent of •Uietr own choosing. 

But as long as theor persist in allowini: themselves to be 
the dupes airf. puppets of ruthless men in Peiping and iioscow we have 
no choice. 

The Chinese people will be hurt not only by the loss of 
their soldiers. Their economic ^staa has been hurt already by the 
sharp economic restrictions we and other free nations have placed 
on trade between the mainland of China and the firee world. The 
Ghinaso have been cut off from access to rubbco*, and oil# and wool 
and mar^ other products th^jr need. China is a land oi vast poverty# 
and their present course can only add to that poverty. The Urea 
world will cut off more and laore trade with the Chinese mal n lai Kt . 

If the Chinese people expect to obtain from the Soviet Union 
what they can no longer obtain froa the ft*ee world, they are 
doomed to disappointment. The Soviet Uni«i sucks the lifeblood 
of its satellites for the evil purposes of the itremlin. Alliance 
with the Kremlin brings death# not life.

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Aaeriea - so that th» peo^s of thoso araas not only can ahme off 
ooEEMUlat subvorsion t«t also oan adi anerar and skill to ths 
strength of freedosu That is wlr we are doing oar best to send 
words of truth and hope to the pscgilo behind the Iron Curtain — 
to let knowwe haw not forgotten that tl«y, too, want to bo 

free.
